McGILL HOCKEY TEAM DEFEATS 
"VARSITY SIX IN SENSATIONAL 
CONTES T BY SCO RE OF 5 TO 3 

Flanagan Is Hero in Red and White Victory— McGill Captain Scores 4 Goals— "Slim" 
Morris in Goals Gave Spectacular Perf onnance— "Pinkey" Morrison Stars— McGill 
Shows Best Form of Season— Red and White Checking Superior to Toronto — 
Losers' Defence Was Weak— Splendid Exhibition of Hockey.

Displaying the finest brand of hockey 
of the season, and springing the great- 
est surprise in Intercollegiate hockey in 
f number of years, the McGill sextette 
:;itcij their way to a well-earned vic- 
.ory over the University of Toronto Icatn 
n a S— J contest at the Mount Royal 
Uena last night. 

Before the contest, not even the must 
.trient McGill supporter would predict a 
Red and White victory. The Blue and 
White boasted, of a clean record of 
three victories without a single set-back; 
among thtfni a win over Queens, who 
had twice 'turned the tables on the Mc- 
Gill tram. But on the splendid attack 
and stubborn defence which they pre- 
sented, the home team certainly deserv- 
ed the long end of the score. The vic- 
tory over U. of T. is all the more sweet, 
coming as it docs for the first time since 
1920, when the Red and White sent 
Varsity down to a 3—1 defeat. 

To Captain Cyril Flanagan goes the. 
lion's share of the honors in the bril- 
liant victory. Never has this sturdy 
athlete, turned in a more spectacular 
performance than that of last night, lus 
stick-handling has certainly never been 
excelled in amateur ranks; his superb 
manoeuvres at times completely bewil 
dered the. Toronto defence and sent the 
small but enthusiastic gallery of specta 
tors into paronysms of joy. He was 
responsible for no less than four of his 
cam's five goals the last two coming in 
the final period came as the result of a 
pair of brilliant lone rushes, and gave 



McGill the two-goal lead which won 
them the contest. With the score tied at 
Varsity secured on the face-off and start- 
ed a promising three man rush, Flana- 
gan, on a pretty poke, check, deprived 
Carson of the rubber and skating his 
way down the ice with the three Blue 
and White wings behind him, he evaded 
the two defence men in sensational 
fashion, and by a remarkable bit of 
stick-handling gave Thompson no 
chance to save. The goal was scored 
only 2U seconds after the opening gong, 
and gave the Red and White the lead 
which they never relinquished. Three 
minutes later Flanagan, on exactly the 
same kind of play, again sent the root- 
ers into an uproar when he scored the 
final point and settled the issue at 5— 
His first two tallies cainc as the result 
of sterling combination work. Detnp- 
sey assisting on the first, which tied the 
score, and Bell going down the ice with 
Flin for Hie second counter, which 
placed McGill in the lead. 

But not far behind Flanagan in the 
share of the glory comes "Slim" Mor- 
ris, whose performance in front of the 
nets last night stamps him as one of 
the fines* goal-tenders in amatour 
ranks. The coolness with which he 
withstood the fierce bombardment of 
shots from the Varsity skaters won him 
rounds of applause from the spectators, 
and instintcd praise from a number of 
'.he old-timer. During the contest he 
was called upon to turn away no less 
than 54 shots, 21 of which came in the 



last period, when Uie Toronto players 
were making all kinds of shots in a des- 
perate effort to ait down their oppon- 
ent's lead. 

"Vinkey" Morrison played an excel- 
lent all round game. He scored Mc- 
Gill's third goal ou a bullet like shot 
into the corner of the net, after neatly 
taking a pass from McGcrriglc, the pair 
having made a flashy excursion down 
lo ice. ' The Western lad did some 
speedy skating and very effective back- 
checking, and despite his lack of weight 
proved the hardest lighting man on the 
ice. 

The game proceeded very much like 
what had been predicted. Varsity had 
a decided advantage on the forward 
line; the Hudson, Carson, Wright com- 
bination proving far more speedy than 
the McGill wings, and, with the lone ex- 
ception of Flanagan, superior stick- 
handlcrs. Harrison and Quenneville 
were strong on the attack, the former 
tallying one of his team's goals, but as 
defence men they failed to show any 
ability. Time and again the Red and 
White wings would wade right through 
the defence, and were it not for the con- 
sistently good performance of Thomp- 
son in front of the twine, the Red and 
White score might have been boosted by 
a goal or two. 

The playing of the Varsity team as a 
whole was flashy, sensational, and the 
type that gains the plaudits of the spec- 
tators, but not the kind that scores goals

The Physical Society of McGill was 
fortunate to hear Major Steele, Sci- 
entific Advisor of the Canadian Fores- 
try Association, at its fortnightly 
meeting in the Physics Building yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Mr. R. J. Clark, as chairman, after 
opening the meeting, called on Mr. W. 
C Quaylc for the minutes of the last 
meeting. Dr. Lloyd and Dr. live sug- 
gested that a slight omission he in- 
serted in the minutes and Dr. Eve 
kindly consented to supply the data 
for this insertion. 

Mr. Clark in introducing the speak- 
er stated that three years ago the so- 
ciety had been fortunate enough to 
hear Major Steele describe the system 
of wireless telegraphy used during the 
war in the R.A.F. His excellent ad- 
dress at that time earned an atten- 
tive hearing on this occasion. 

Major Steele in his opening remarks 
slated that whereas his last address 
to this society had been one of war 
conditions, at this meeting he wished 
to tell how the principles of war are 
being practically applied in lime of 
peace. His work at the present time 
is in co-operation with both the Air 
Service and Forestry Association, with 
headquarters for the present at Higl

River, Alia, 
ranging were handicapped for the first 
year of the new service by the absence

Farthing's Hockey Teau* De- 
feated Cambridge 



Some very interesting information 
about the McGill men who arc at pres- 
ent studying at Oxford University as 
Rhodes Scholars has been received 
-awrence II. Armstrong, Sci. '22, and 
"Jack" Farthing, Arts '21, besides 
meeting with success in their studies, 
have been outstanding in their athletic 
activities, and have represented Oxford 
in different branches of sport. 

In an interview with Lawrence 
Armstrong's father, Professor H. F. 
Armstrong, the "Daily" heard of the 
trip to Switzerland by the Oxford ski 
team, of which Armstrong was a mem- 
ber. The account of the trip is as 
follows: "He (Lawrence H. Arm- 
strong) left Oxford for Switzerland 
for the Christmas vacation early in 
December and put in a week or so of 
steady ski training with others at 
Davos, where races were held for the 
choice of the team to represent Ox- 
ford in the annual cross-country ski 
race against Cambridge. He succeed- 
ed in making the team, which also in- 
cluded John P. Carlton of Dartmouth 
(whom many McGill men will remem- 
ber), who is now a Rhodes scholar. 
The team then spent a week at Mur- 
ren, and the race took place on New 
Year's Day. It started from the top 
of the Lciberliorn at Wengcn. Some 
of the course was ver difficult, involv- 
ing telmarks, both right and left, 
Christianas and jump turns, and was 
over six miles long. The result of the 
race was a victory for Oxford, 23 
points to 13. In connection with the 
race, the many friends of Lawrence 
Armstrong will be interested to know 
that the picture of the. Oxford team 
appears on Page 9 of the "London 
Daily Sketch" for January 6th. In 
the picture, Armstrong is seen wear- 
ing a McGill sweater, which shows 
that even in far-off Switzerland McGill 
colors arc sometimes seen. During the 
first term of the session Armstrong 
worked out with the rowing squad, 
and, due to his previous strenuous 
training in gymnasium work and to 
his daily practice, he succeeded in 
making the junior eight.

EFFICIENCY IN THE MATTER

Sinclair Lewis describes in "Babbit" 
the habit of the central figure of the 
book of shaving while sitting in a 
bathtub of hot water. Rather a good 
idea, we would say offhand, but Bab- 
bitt was not living in a fraternity 
house. When a dozen men arc trying 
to shave around the same glass, con- 
ditions are as bad as those on a crowd- 
ed Pullman mentioned by the same 
author. 

But to watch the different methods 
of shaving employed by a group of 
men is interesting and might be taken 
as an index of their characters as much 
as the condition of their desks or their 
method of shaking hands. 

There is the man who brings to the 
bathroom a kit of tools large enough 
to care for a Ford^ Then there is the 
other extreme who brings only a razor 
and lathers his face with his fingers, 
someone has not left a brush in the 
room. There is the man who make 
the occasion of the removal of his 
whiskers a solemn rite, as against the 
one who rushes in fully clothed and 
hastily lathers and shaves himself with 
a few strokes of the brush and razor. 

The latter may look as well after the 
removal of his hirsute growth as tlu 
one who spends half an hour with hot 
towels, creams, lotions, and powders.

Dear Sir,— Before the arrangements 
for the coming Intercollegiate Ski-mg 
competition arc definitely decided 1 
would like to present a suggestion. 

In recent years I believe it has besti 
the custom to choose two or three men 
from a team of, say, eight or more, to 
enter any particular event as" the team's 
representatives. Others of the team may 
enter this competition as individuals, but 
not as representatives of the tram, and 
should one of these succeed in obtain- 
ing a place the points thus earned do 
not contribute to the standing of the 
team in the competition. 

This means that in a particular event 
(say jumping) it is possible that the best 
jumper of that day may not be one, of 
'.hose chosen from the team to repre- 
sent it in the jumping competition. 
This seems 1o be manifestly unfair, as 
t is not necessarily that team that has 
■he best jumper that earns the best 
point; nor is it the best man neccssar 
ily that earns the most points for his 
team. 

Instead of this system I would like to 
uggest a return to that adopted in 1915, 
1916, and with particular success in 
1920, the first year of the McGill Carni- 
val. A team of the required number is 
:hosen from the merits of each indivi 
dual. Say eight men constitute such a 
team. Now ailow any of these eight 
men to enter any competition— jumping, 
proficiency, ski jott'ng or any other, and 
should any be successful in obtaining a 
place let the points thus earned be credit 
ed to thte team and to the individuals 
personally. 

If this be done then the best man 
competing will bring honour to his team 
as well as to himself. 

Otherwise it is possible that a man, 
proficient m jumping and in proficiency 
tests also, may just miss a place on the 
team as a representative in jumping 
owing to his being off form that day. 
Suppose he gain a place on the team for 
proficiency. On the day of the competi- 
tion he cannot represent the team in 
jumping so he enters as an individual. 
Suppose he wins, then he gets a cup and 
the team gets nothing! This seems all

The re- 
fusal to permit colored men lo reside 
in the same dormitories with the white 
men was almost immediate on the part 
of the University heads and a protest 
was theii forwarded to the University 
by the offended man. This case is 
causing much discussion from the up- 
holders of both sides and promises to 
become a serious question for Harvard 
authorities in the future.

;ar excelled that of the visitors. The 
lefensivc pair used the clean body check 
to great advavntage, and the U. of T. 
wings could not succeed in' breaking 
hrough. Two of the Varsity goals were 
of the scratchy variety. The first by 
Carson, who was stationed in front of 
he Red and White goal, and receiving 
a pass out from Hudson, poked the rub- 
ber past Morris. The second by Hud- 
ion, was scored from a scrimmage, near 
the boards on left wing 

The only weakness displayed by the 
McGill defence during the entire game 
,vas on the final tally by the visitors, 
.vhen Harris secured on his defensive 
position and skated up alone, and with 
three McGill men back, skated around 
:hem and beat Morris ou. a shot which 
cut sharply into the comer of the tret. 
Harris should never have been allowed 
to skate right down, but it was a pretty 
jiccc of work on his part and tied ita 
score. 

Then again the losers, although their 
deadly shots caused Morris no end of 
distress, wasted a good deal of effort on 
wild shots from outside defence a total 
of 26 of their shots missing their marl, 
by so great a margin that Morris was 
not called upon to stop them. The 
McGill players, on the other hand, ex 
jreised more caution in their shooting, 
only 13 of Ihcir volleys missing the 
mark. This tendency of the home team 
not to shoot until within the danger zone 
ici-ouulcd in a great measure for Thomp- 
son having lo make only 39 stops, as 
rotupared with 54 for Morrfs. 

Coach Frank Shanghncssy handled the 
team well f roin the bench ; he used his 
spares freely and gave Flanagan and 
Morrison frequent rcsls, which kep 
.hem at full s|>ecd until the final gong. 

The checking and dlcaring of Dcmp 
sry and McGcrrigle deserves specia' 
mention, and 'the work of •the spares, 
Bell. Mtinro and Lynch showed a dc- 
ided improvement. - 

For Toronto Hudson and Carson 
showed un best, Harris did some fine 
rushing, and Thompson turned in a gooc.

Nine minute.* 
after the opening of play, Hudson, af- 
ter being skated into the corner, passed 
out to Carson in front of the goals, and 
the Varsity captain scored on a back- 
hand shot.

fire-ranging by aeroplane. It has been 
proved that observational powers de- 
crease very little with an increase in 
altitude and as the safety of the ma- 
chine is much increased, it is very de- 
sirable that such an altitude be main- 
tained. The higher in the air the plane 
remains, the longer becomes the glid- 
ing distance of the plane. For every 
thousand feet in height, a gliding dis- 
tance of one mile is usually possible. 
In case of disablement such a distance 
becomes an all-important factor. 

Another great argument against the 
maintenance of two men for each plane 
ia the greater difficulty of performing 
manoeuvres and the increased risk of 
mistakes being made through poorer 
facilities for communication. 

Finally, the great cost o( upkeep it: 
connection with such a large force o ! . 
men was objectionable to the depart- 
ment and so it was suggested that 
each pilot be supplied with a wireless 
I lephone and the extra man could thus 
be dispensed with. This proposal met 
with approval and resulted in the pres- 
ent efficient system of communication. 

The speaker then fully described, 
with the aid of some excellent lantern 
views, the details of the. work being 
carried on in Alberta by the firc-rang- 
ing service. In five and a half months 
of the past year over three hundred 
flights had been made, of which, due 
to the efficient intelligence system, 
over ninety per cent were completely 
successful. 

Difficulty had been experienced a* 
first in teaching the pilots of the dif- 
ferent planes to talk audibly with the 
noise of the engine in their cars But 
gradually each pilot had been taught 
to "feel his voice" and speak into his 
transmitter in an intelligible manner. 

Most of -the flights averaged over 
one hundred and sixty miles and a to- 
tal mileage of over 90,000 milps was 
achieved during the season. Next sea- 
son it was intended to extend the ac- 
tivities of the dcpartnienl to British 
Columbia. Northern Ontario, and per- 
haps the MacKen/Je River Basin, 
where communication practically does 
not exist. 

As no questions arose for discussion 
at the conclusion of Major Steele's ad- 
dress Dr. Eve arose and in moving a 
vote of thanks to the speaker stated 
that the lecture had been so interest- 
ing and the explanations so clear that 
there had been no necessity for any 
questions. Me announced that at the 
next meeting Lieut. -Commander C. P. 
Edwards would give an address on the 
use of radio with ships at sea. After 
Major Steele had fittingly replied to 
the hearty vote of thanks which was 
tendered him the meeting adjourned.

Dr. Herbert Gray, of Glasgow, is to 
visit McGill at the cud of next week. 
This is good news to the hundred or 
more students who made his acquaint- 
ance recently at the National Confer- 
ence at Toronto. It is equally good for 
many who do not as yet realize the fact 
In the memories of that unique and of 
tcn-to-he-rcralled Conference there will 
always be one outstanding figure— that 
of Herbert Gray, the quiet, deep, per- 
suasive teacher who day after day 
throughout the Conference kept in the 
clear light the ideal toward which all 
present struggled. 

Dr. Gray is a Scotsman, born in 
Edinburgh, and a graduate of the Uni- 
versity. He spent several years in an 
important church in Manchester, where 
he came into close contact with indus- 
trial problems, and the conditions under 
which the labouring classes live. Al- 
though called to an attractive chargi in 
Glasgow, he preferred to take instead a 
church among the working classes. From 
this position his influence has gone out 
not only over Glasgow, but to the Uni- 
versities of Great Britain, whsrc he has 
steadily gained in prestige as a student 
leader. He is primarily an interpreter 
of life, and .of class to class. 

During the war he served as a padre 
with the J6th and 17th Highland Light 
infantry, and crowned his notable ser- 
vice in that capacity with his book "As 
Tommy Sees Us," a revelation of sol- 
dier thought concerning organized reli- 
gion. Since the war his "Christian Ad- 
venture" has attracted much attention in 
the -student field in sevcrai countries. 

During the past year, by special re- 
quest he has been giving his time en- 
tirely to the Universities of Great Bri- 
tain. He came to Canada this year at 
the request of the Student Christian 
Movement to attend the Toronto Confer- 
ence as the principal speaker, and to 
visit the Canadian colleges. Later he is 
accepting a call for similar service jn the 
United States. His scries of addresses 
at McGill will be given on the dates 
Feb. 11 to 14th at the Union.

The Great War brought many 
changes in the colleges of America, 
yet perhaps none of them have been as 
striking a> the sudden growth in inter- 
est in Rifle Shooting as a regularly 
constituted college sport. This is due 
to a wide variety of causes. The chief 
reason seems to he that during the war 
many students who had never even 
seen a rifle before were forced to hc- 
•omc very familiar with it. What is 
nore, they were dependent on their 
rifle and the skill with which they used 
it for their very lives and many of 
them learned to love their rifles. At 
the end of the war they did not wish 
to give up their newly acquired art 
altogether and welcomed the chance 
to.practicc it at colleges. 

Then too there cairn: to many people 
all over the country the realization that 
the best safeguard against war is rea- 
sonable preparation in peace. There 
could be no better preparation than a 
general knowledge of shooting among 
the college men of the day. 

Men who have used a rifle or shot 
to any great extent can testify to the 
great charm of the sport and thus the 
war .by bringing more men into con- 
tact' wîih the rifle taught them and 
nade them feel its fascina-tion. 

Yet there is one factor which we 
must recognize had a large part in the 
growth of rifle shooting at the col- 
leges. This is the novelty of the sport 
At Yale when wc first started our tele- 
graphic matches there was an immense 
amount of interest because of the new- 
ness of the idea. Small bore shooting 
and that is what I am largely referring 
to, is very little, exercise and so the 
sport must appeal more for its own 
sake. The management of a rifle team 
more than perlîaps any other must 
keep wide awake and constantly pro- 
mote its sport, and try to institute new 
and interesting features continually. 
Because of the telegraphic feature of 
the matches one of the great incentives 
to going out for a sport is taken away 
and this must be counteracted. The 
feature to which 1 refer is the taking 
of trips which is one of the most im- 
portant iactors in getting men to come 
out for the minor college sports, 
Every manager should do his best to 
get his athletic association to finance 
one trip a year if possible. Arrange- 
ments could be made with another 
college to shoot alternatively on each 
other's home range or some neutral 
range upon certain prescribed condi- 
tions. This would do more than any- 
thing to keep interest in the sport 
alive and to get the best men out. 

Another factor which helps keep in- 
terest up is the constant addition of 
new features in the way of shooting 
and in the schedule. For the last two 
years Yale has shot an annual match 
\»ith Oxford University and this has 
done more than anything to arouse the 
interest of the undergraduate, public 
and the sympathetic support and co- 
operation of the athletic association. 
Last year a new feature was added to 
those matches in the addition of a two- 
stage match, one stage the regular 
prone slow fire and the other prone 
rapid fire. This stage was suggested 
by Oxford and was shot on targets 
furnished by them. Yale furnished 
the slow fire targets. The Yale team 
made a perfect score in the rapid fire 
stage. The new rapid fire stage arous- 
ed keen interest among the members 
of the squad and there was a great 
deal of rivalry in the tryouts for the 
team to shoot against Oxford. Inter- 
sectional matches are. also great stim- 
ulants to interest. 

There is one thing which I think 
should be especially encouraged and 
that is the official recognition of the 
sport by the University Athletic As- 
sociations and the awarding of the in- 
signia'to members of the team. 1 have 
had so many letters asking for the 
basis on which we are awarded letters 
by our athletic association that 1 shall 
try to clear the matter up here. It had 
been till last year the management's 
policy to' award the rYt to all men 
placing in the Harvard, Princeton or 
Oxford matches but there were obvious 
injustices in this method and last year 
wc rej:ommended for insignia the ten 
men 'villi the highest averages in the 
matches all during the season. This 
method will I think be found the fair- 
est. Last year in addition to the ten 
rYt insignias the Athletic Association 
recognized our very good record in the 
prone shooting by awarding the five 
highest men on the team their class 
numerals in addition to the rYt We 
arc of course given a regular budget 
and arc a fully constituted minor 
sport. The Athletic Association has 
been most sympathetic and helpful and 
it is difficult to see how they could 
have done more. Personally I am 
very strongly opposed to the control of 
the rifle team by the R.O.T.C. This 
tends to keep the Athletic Association 
the team to members of the R.O.T.C. 
Co-operation with the R.O.T.C. is 
uninterested and limits members of 
both necessary and beneficial to both. 
At Yale this organization has done a 
very great deal for us and only 
through the aid of its officers, and 
commander has the existence and de- 
sent of the sport been possible. 
'Ideal arrangement is control by 



the Athletic Association and co-opera- 
tion with the military. 

We have been unusually lucky in 
being situated at the headquarters of 
the Winchester Repeating Arms Co. 
They have given us invaluable assis- 
tance in many ways. They published 
two programmes for us, sent instruc- 
tors of nation-wide reputation such as 
Captain Richards and Virgil Richards 
to help us, and aided us a great deal 
in publicity. I would suggest to any 
manager who wishes to make use of 
the assistance in publicity which they 
so kindly offer that he communicate 
with Peter P. Carney, Winchester Re- 
peating Arms Co, New Haven. Conn. 
Publicity of the right kind is most de- 
sirable in promoting the sport. The 
undergraduate body cannot be expect- 
ed to show interest unless the matches 
ire written up in the college paper 
ind other papers. 

There are times when those who 
are striving to promote the sport in 
college will become pretty discourag- 
I. It all takes so much lime and as 
colleges are .as a whole very conserva- 
tive the results may seem so very 



small. Yet those who are really work- 
ing for the sport will find that though 
the material honor from their position 
is not great they will obtain an inir 
mense amount of satisfaction in know- 
ing that they arc doing thicr country a 
great service in helping to prepare it 
for the war which we all hope may 
never come. If the war comes how 
many lives may be saved by having 
as a nucleus for an army a body of 
college men who have learned how to 
shoot and how to take care of a rifle. 
The service is all the more worthy in 
that it will go practically unrecogniz- 
ed.
